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Abuhatzeira 
convicted— 
sentence 
suspended

TEL AVIV, — District Court judge 
Victoria Ostrovsky-Cohen, saying it 
would be ἃ miscarriage of justice to 
send Aharon Abuhaizeira to jail, on 
Friday sentenced the minister of 
labour, social affairs and absorption 
to a suspended term of four years 
and three months. 

“After many deliberations I 
reached the conclusion to go easy 
with regard to punishing the defen- 
dents in this trial,” she said, “My 
decision is rooted in the feeling that 
justice wilt not be done if, after 
years of lack of control over what 
was being done within the 
frameworks of charity funds, | go 
hard on the accused in the first case 
of this kind brought to trial.” 

Abuhatzeira's former aide, 
Moshe Gabui, who, in the words of 
the judge, was “the live spirit 
behind the faulty administration of 
the (Abuhatzeira) fund" received 4 
Suspended 12-month prison term. 
Gabai, she noted, “did not per- 
sonally gain" from the mismanage- 
ment of the Ramle-based charity.

Last-minute negotiations 
on Taba border dispute

fsracl on Sunday was handing 
over the remainder of Sinai to Egypt, 
exactly three years after the im- 
plementation of the Israel-Egypt 
peace treaty and nearly 15 years 
afler the conquest of the peninsula 
by the [Israel Defence Forces in the 
1967 Six Day War. 

There were no joint ceremonies, 
and both governments, have 
decided to pitch the events marking 
the day in a decidedly low key. The 
Israeli flag was also lowered aot 
Ophira — Sharm e-Sheikh — for the 
last time at 7.30 a.m. Egyptian run- 
ners carrying torches were 
scheduled to urrive simultaneous- 
ly at Sharm and at Rafah at the 
northern lip of the peninsula, where 
the Egyptian flags were to be raised 
close to noon. 

The peninsula hag been hunded 
back to Egypt piecemeal since the 
ceuse-fire agreement which con- 
cluded the Yom Kippur War in 
March 1974. Another slice was 
ceded to Egypt as part of the dis- 
engagement of forces agreement 
hammered out by then U.S. 
secretary of stute Henry Kissinger 
in 1975. The decision to return 
every last inch of the peninsula to 
the Egyptians was taken by Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin and the 
late foreign minister Moshe Dayan 


as a precondition for the Sadat 
peace initiative of November 1977. 

The Israel government, which 
views the ceding of Sinai as a pain- 
ful sacrifice in the cause of peace 
entailing possible security risks, and 
which has just been engaged in the 
ousting of thousands of protesters 
from the Yamil area, has sought to 
play down the entire event, 

As the Israel Army made final 
preparations for the withdrawal, 
high-level Israeli, Egyptian and 
American officials continued last- 
minute negotiutions in Cairo Satur- 
day night that would determine 
precisely where Israel will withdraw 


lo. 

The main dispute is over Taba 
beach, near Eilat. The negotiators, 
who sat throughout Friday, broke 
for the Jewish Subbuth, and 
reconvened Saturday night, hop- 
ing to hammer out an interim 
arrangement for Taba pending final 
disposition of the area by third- 
party arbitration, 

The Israeli negotiators, led by 
Foreign Ministry director-general 
David Kimche, flew back to Israel 
on Friday afternoon to report to the 
government. 

Israel has said it will not withdraw 
from Taba unless an interim ar- 
rangement is concluded. Israel

Yamit is destroyed

YAMIT. — The Israeli Defence 
Forces lef this seaside town at 
noon Sunday, finally ending 
the Israeli presence in 
Yamit, the destruction of which was 
completed by army sappers on Fri- 

day afternoon. 

In their short drive from the ruins 
of Yamit to the border at Rafah, the 
IDF vehicles were accompanicd 
by a dozen veteran residents and 
leaders of the Movement to Stop 
the Withdrawal from Sinai who 
spent the weekend in the town’s 
Synagogue — the only duilding 
which had not been destroyed. 

The bulldozers and huge air ham- 
mers did most of the destruction, 
but sappers completed the work on 
Friday afternoon, 

A huge blast engulfed the 5,000. 
Square-melre commercial centre in 
a cloud of black-grey smoke, which 
rose like a mushroom, However, it 
did not demolish the building com- 
pletely. 

“A lot of iron went into that 
building,” said contractor Avraham 
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Bar-Ilan, responsible for most of the 
building here, as he watched his 
work reduced to pieces. From his 
vantage point 500 metres away it 
was impossible to see a row of two- 
storey apartment houses, which was 
blown up immediately after the 
commercial centre. 

Fragments of dark bricks flew 
high into the air through the smoke 
before the shock waves reached the 
spectators. Some of the Israelis 
Stood near the palm trees lining the 
coast with tears in their eyes, but 
Beduin comfortably sitting on a 
shady sand dune applauded. 

The last structure to go down was 
the memorial to the division which 
conquered the arca in the 1967 Six 
Day Whur, The blast engulfed the 
bottom of the columns und smoke 
covered the area in a cloud. A 
closer look after the blast revealed 
the broken columns piled one atop 
the other like bowling pins, 

Several hours earlier the army 
peucefully removed 18 people — 
mostly students — who had bar- 
ricaded themselves atop the 2%-

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Reagan reassures Begin

President Ronald Reagan, in a 
letter to Premier Menachem Begin 
_ last week, reaffirmed the U.S, com- 
mitment to maintain Israel's 
“qualitative technological edge” in 
defence, and to support the Camp 
David framework as ‘tthe only 
ugreed plun to resolve the Palesti- 
nian problem,” 

It was this letter, together with a 
‘letter from President Hoshi 
Mubarak re-endorsing Egypt's com- 
mitment to Camp David, that 
provided Begin with the re- 
assurances he sought and enabled 
him last Wednesday to recommend 
to the cabinet that Israel complete 


the Sinai withdrawal on Suaday as 
scheduled, 

Isracli officials were especially 
pleased that Reagan reaffirmed the 
U.S.-Israel agreements “entered in- 
to...since 1973." These include the 
1976 agreement committing the 
U.S. not to deal with the PLO unless 
that organization accepis UN 
Resolution 242. It also includes 
the various defence accords that 
have been signed over the years, 

In his letter, Reagan notes the 
“anguish” which Jsrdel is un- 
dergoing at this time and says he is 
“convinced that history will show 
that your sacrifices have ensured 
the security of the State of Israel 
and the Jewish People." 


‘Yamit razed to save Jewish blood’

TEL AVIV. ~ Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon said over the weekend 
(hat the IDF had destroyed Yamit 
“fo implement the peace agreement 
on time without spilling Jewish 
blood." 

He did not explain this in a two- 
page order of the day he issued 
Saturday night on the eve of the 
tsracli withdrawal from Sinai after 
nearly 15 years of occupation. 

Sharon praised the soldiers for 
evacuating “their brothers and 
sisters (from North Sinai) — not 
with violence but with love ... (and) 
understanding” although some had 
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anticipated a civil war. 

“The ruins of Yamit will bear 
eternal proof that we have done 
over and above human imagination 
to meet (our obligations) under the 
peace treaty so that our children 
will not point an accusing finger at 
us and tell us we have missed the 
opportunity,” the minister said. 

“No Arab army has succeeded — 
and never will succeed — in 
demolishing an Israeli town. Only 
we, wilh our own hands, were 
forced to destroy Yamit. We were 
compelled to erase her from the 
face of the earth to implement the 
peace agreement on time without 
spilling Jewish blood,” he said,

metre high memorial. 

The students, led by Tzahi 
Hanegbi, son of Tehiya MK Geula 
Cohen, had oiled grills surrounding 
the main columns, cut some of the 
stairs and prepared other defences. 
However, in a final address — 
which was partly drowned by an 
IDF helicopter circling overhead — 
Hanegbi said the demonstrators had 
lo choose between fighting their 
own feelings or fighting soldiers 
with whom we may have to go up 
North soon, to guard the {sraeli- 
Lebanese border. 

“T hope the tears now in our eyes 
will not be in the eyes of bereaved 
Parents after another war in this 
area," he said before playing 
Hatikva through a loud speaker. A 
soldier standing near this reporter 
pulled out a handkerchief and 
wiped his tears, as hundreds of 
troops and officers stood at atten- 
tion. 

Nearby an army major who had 
been catled up to help the evacuation 
sobbed. He had recognized his son at 
the top of the tower. 

Minutes later he was lowered by a 
fire department ladder. The son, who 
had εἰεά the national flag to his back, 
slowly walked to his .. father. The two 
embraced and cried before the son 
was led to a waiting police car and the 
father drove away in an army vehicle, 

While some troops were at the 
memorial others opened the outer 
doors to a shelter in which Rabbi 
Meir Kahane's followers had bar- 
ticaded themselves. They then 
cleared sand mixed with broken 
glass which filled the space leading 
ta the inner doors. 


Breaking in proved far more dif- 
ficult than expected. Several at- 
tempts to pull the doors off their 


hinges failed. The army had welded 
iron eyelets to the main door and 
chained them to bulldozers, but the 
chain broke, An attempt to cut the 
door open also feiled, but the army 
did succeed in breaking open one 
emergency exit. 

Meanwhile, a huge air hammer 
knocked open the wall, but the 
army found the inside cluttered with 
barbed wire, chairs and tin, When 
that was removed firemeg turned on 
powerful hoses and blasted the un- 
derground chamber through the 
emergency exit and the broken wall 
as members of a crack reconnais- 
sance unit broke in. 

A senior southern command of- 
ficer said the people inside met the 
soldiers with iron bars and similar 
weapons, bul were quickly over- 
come and handcuffed. Soldiers and 
policemen ran carrying them by 
their hands and feet to police vans. 
Six men, including Kahane, and 
three women were carried out. 


Tt was a trying experience for the’ 


5,000 soldiers here, especially. the, 
Nahal paratroopers who tussled 
with squatters on the rooftops. The 
soldiers showed remarkable 
restraint and consideration. 

Some soldiers identified with the 
demonstrators. “I'd be sitting there 
myself if I were a civilian,” 8 major 
confided. “For me the army is a cal- 
ling, so 1 cried — what else could | 
do?" 

Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
thanked Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi 
Shlomo Goren for doing: “great: 
things to prevent injuries and loss of 
life." Goren had intervened to try to 
prevent the group-suicide 
threatened by Kahane's followers 
and a group of Gush Emunim 
leaders and Begin thanked him on 
behalf of the entire cabinet,

Sharon told the Knessel 
Foreign Affairs und Defence Com- 
mittee Inst Thursday that Egypt's 
Presidemt Hosni Mubarak favoured 
the demolition on the grounds that

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Israel bombs

Israel will not attack again in 
Lebanon if the PLO decides to 
maintain the cease-fire between the 
two sides; Chief of Staff Ray-Aluf 
Rafael Eitan said last week after the 
Air Force bombed terrorist bases 
for the first time since last July. 

Speaking to military correspon- 
dents in Tel Aviv, Eitan described 
the attack as a reminder to the ter- 
rorists that the cease-fire must be 
mutual, and not unilaterally applied 
to Israel. 

The decision to launch the attack 
was taken by the cabinet last 
Wednesday morning during its 
special session to discuss the Sinai 
situation. According to senior 
military sources, the Americans 
were not informed of the action 
before it was launched. ; 

Israel has been “remarkably 
restrained” in the face of continued 
Provocations over the past cight 
months, a senior officer said, 

Eitan described as “the straw that 
broke the camel's back" last week's 
land mine explosion in South 
Lebanon which killed one Israeli 
soldier and wounded another. 

Segen Eyal Tzur, 21, was buried 
later in the week in the Kiryat Shaul 
military cemetery. 

Two Syrian MiG-23s were shot 
down by the Air Force in Wednes- 
day’s action. It was the first time 
that MiG-23 fighters have been 
downed in aerial combat, according 
lo Eitan. Israel has downed 19 
Syrian aircraft over Lebanon since 
August 1979,

U.S. warns UN against Israel

UNITED NATIONS, — The U.S. 
last week warned (he General As- 
sembly of “dire consequences” if it 
moved to bar Israel from par- 
ticipating in the work of UN bodies. 

+S. Ambassador Jeane 
Kirkpatrick issued the warning in a 
Speech al an “Emergency Special 
Session” of the 157-nation assembly 
on “the question of Palestine.” 

She was reacting to an informal 
Arab draft now in circulation that 
would declare that larael is not a 
peace-loving stale and commit the 
assembly to review Israel's status in 
the UN at its full session next 
September. 

The proposed draft would declare 
that Israel’s “record and action” 
confirm that “il is not a peace- 
loving state" and that it has not car- 
tied out its obligations under the 
Charter or under the 1949 resolu- 
tion that admitted it to the UN. It 
would also call for the establish- 
ment of an independent Palestinian 
state und for the PLO to take part in 
ἢ comprehensive Middle Eastern 


The Christian Phalange Voice of 
Lebanon radio station said the 
Israeli jets rocketed the sites of 
Syria's Soviet-made SAM-6 missile 
batteries in the Bekaa, prompting 
Syrian planes to scramble and 
engage the-Israelis in an air battle 
over the Lebanese city of Zale, 

The broadcast said that the two 
Syrian planes shot down were MiG- 
218, and added that their pilots 
parachuted to safety and were taken 
to Zahle's Meiss Hospital. 

An official Syrian communique 
confirmed that two Syrian aircraft 
had been hit, but claimed that an 
[sraeli plane had also been hit. 

The PLO said 60 U.S.-made F-15 
and F-16 planes took part in last 
week's “criminal sggression,” but the 
State radio sald 20 planes mounted 
the assaults, and the Phalange radio 
counted only 12, 


A Lebanese government source 
said that 25 persons were killed and 
about 80 others wounded. 

The targets included a large nava: 
base operated by Ahmed Jibril’s 
segment of the PLO at Duha, 10 
km. south of Beirut on the Mediter- 
Tanean coast; a large concentration 
of Fatah armour, artillery, jeeps and 
training facilities also al Duha, 
about 1% km. east of the naval base, 
and Mazbud, 10 km. northeast of 
Sidon, operated jointly by Fatah 
and a Lebanese pro-Palestinian 
Orgunization. It is there that the 
heaviest cagualties were expected, 
and pilots reported good hits on 
anti-aircraft facilities, 


Witnesses in Damur, a small city 
taken over by Palestinians in the 
1975-76 Lebanese civil war, said 
buildings in the already semi- 
devastated town were hit, and they 
reported a number of car accidents 
as drivers on the main coastal 
highway rushed for safety. Two am- 
bulances on the road were said to 
have been hit while evacuating 


several fires, 


The U.S. last week welcomed 
teports that both Israel and the PLO 
plan to abide by their cease-fire 
despite Isracl’s dramatic Tesponse 
to recent terrorist attacks, 


“We are very pleased by the in-: 
dications we have received that all 
parties concerned intend to respect 
the cease-fire,” said State Depart- 
ment spokesman Dean Fischer, 


The spokesman said that 
America’s “key concern” remained 
that the cease-fire, negotiated last 
July with the help of U.S. envoy 
Philip Habib, should be maintained, 


“We call on all parties to exercise 
the utmost restraint and to avoid ac- 
tions which could prolong or es- 
calate the violence," he continued. 


Indirectly praising both Israel and 
the PLO, he said: “We are gratified 
by the responsible positions 
adopted by the parties involved to 
avoid taking actions which could 
to a breakdown in the cease- 
ire."

Terrorists divided on

Strains appeared in the Palestine 
Liberation Organization amid 
reports of pressure on it from the 
Lebanese and U.S. governments not 
to retaliate after last week's Israeli 
air raids south of Beirut. 


First indications were that the 
bulk of the organization was against 
a military riposte for fear of 
provoking an Israeli invasion of 
South Lebanon.

About 25 people were believed 
killed in Wednesday's two-hour air 
strike — during which two Syrian 
MiGs were downed hy the Isruelis 
in aerial combut — although 
estimates differed.

south of Beirut. 


The state-run Beirut Radio 
said purliumentary speaker Kamel 
al-Assad wus sending ἃ message lo 
Yasser Arafat calling on him to 
beware of the “‘trap" Israel was lay- 
ing for his organization.

the convictions before the Supreme 
Court. The prosecution has not 
revealed if it will challenge the 
suspended sentences. 

Abuhatzeira got 30 months for 
Jarceny, 18 months for breach of 
trust and fraud by an administrator, 
and three mbnths for fraud and 
breach of trust by a public servant. 
The sentences were suspended, but 
can be activated if he is convicted of 
a crime during the next two years. 
The judge also imposed fines totall- 
ing 183,500 for Abuhatzeira, and 
T$500 for Gabai. 

In passing sentence, Ostrovsky- 
Cohen launched into a scathing in- 
dictment of the Interior Ministry's 
system of allotting funds to charities 
through municipalitics, without 
checking what the money had been 
used for. 

“{t was a proven fact that there 
was no supervision over the money 
allotted to this fund and nobody 
contended before me that the ad- 
ministration of other charlties was 
checked by any authority,” she said. 
“This, in itself, does not minimize 
the actions of the accused, who 
were convicted for them — es- 
pecially when taking into considera- 
tion their position.” 

Ostrovsky-Cohen said the 
sentence should serve as a warning 
to functionuries who might con- 
templute the misuse of public funds, 
and noted thut a law explaining the 
administration of charities and the 
obligations of their directors τὸ 
them has already been published in 
the government gazette. 

“But, | have no doubt their 
behaviour was influenced by the 
lack of any control over the ad- 
Ministration of the tund,”* 
Ostrovsky-Cohen added. “Also the 
system of allotting funds to various 
charities without any known criteria 
could have strengthened the uc- 
cused's distorted attitude that 
money, allotted by the Interior 
Ministry for social welfare for the 
good of the public, could be used 
according to their judgment.” 

Despite this, Ostrovsky-Cohen 
said, the funds were given “on the 

basis of trust,” and that it was

The rumbling turned into angry 
growling and the sense that 
something terrible and implacable 
was upproiching penetrated my 
drowsiness, 
in-out Che rear door as four 
massive bulldezers rolled up und 
bepan lashing out ac the 
veighbouring buildings, Their 
blades cut inte the walls as if they 


were made of putty and in wu few 
angry shukes and heaves the 
buildings were heaps of rubble. An 
officer ran inte (he building in 
which Ehud been hiding to check it 
oul and ἃ minute liter it too was 
gone. 

Soldiers sleeping in an adjoining 
house were roused by the officer 
and they hastily pulled on their 
buols. Paper party streamers left by 
the previous residents hung from 
the ceiling above them, A few mo- 
nents iter, the bulldozers had 
fevelled the house, 

Apoculypse had arrived in Yamit 
and in the dust and noise and 
destruction one could wander 
freely, Dozens of bulldozers und 
giant mobile air hammers were loose 
in the city like a pack uf predatory 
beusts. 

The air hammers, held aloft by 


crane-like devices, pecked at the 
upper stories of buildings like 
dinoswurs, The bulldozers took on 
the ane-storey buildings, angling 
blows at the corners tu lopple the 
walls, 

Shechunat Havatikim, the oldest 
section of Yamiit, was alreudy half 
gone (wo hours afler sunrise. In the 
reur of u house still untouched stoad 
a women und a baby, 

“My husbund's getting the 
truck,” suid Esther Pinto. “We just 
wanted tu see What it would be like 
at the end," She nodded at the ruins 
of her neighbours’ houses all around 
her. “It's a pily we stayed."

Beyond the roots of the next 
street, αὶ tree top swayed and fell out 
of sight.

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France-Syria ties 
plunge to new low

French-Syrian relations plunged 
to a new low last week, when a 
Syrian-backed hit squad detonated 
a huge car bomb in the heart of 
Paris and Syrian soldiers serving 
with the occupation forces in 
Lebanon attacked the residence of 
the French ambassador in Beirut, 

France responded to the car- 
bomb blast, which killed a woman 
and Injured some 64 other persons 
on the crowded Champs Elysees, by 
expelling two Syrian diplomats and 
recalling Its ambassador from 
Damascus, 


Syria retaliated by expelling two 
French diplomats and recalling its 
own ambassador from Paris, 

Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel- 
Hallm Khaddam also cancelled a 
planned’ meeting in Paris on Friday 
with his French opposite number, 
Claude Cheysson. 

According to the Christian 
Phalange radio in Lebanon on 
Thursday, a number of Syrian 
soldiers serving in Lebanon, led by a 
Syrian officer, launched an attack 
on the residence of the French am- 
bassador in Beirut.

Druse return ID cards

Dr, David Kretzmer, ἃ professor 
at the Hebrew University Law 
Faculty, is the chairman of the 
Association for Civil Rights in 
larael, which recently investigated 
infringements of the rights of Druse 
on the Golan Heights. The public 
storm their report provoked has 
kept him working overtime. 

At @ press conference two 
weeks ago, the president of 
ACRI, retired deputy president of 
the Supreme Court Justice Haim 
Cohn, detailed allegations of 
beatings, jail without trial, collective 
punishment and denial of medical 
care during the five weeks (from 
February 25) when the Israel 
Defence Forces closed off the 
Golan, The blockade was an at- 
tempt to force the Druse lo ex- 
change their army-issued identity 
cards for those of the Interior 
Ministry, now that Israeli law has 
been extended to the Golan. Most 
of the Druse have either refused to 
accept the new cards or accepted 
and destroyed them. 

The findings announced at the 
press conference were rejected by 
the IDF spokesman's office as the 
products of overworked imagina- 
tion, and were condemned by Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin and 
other members of the cabinet with a 
personal attack on Justice Cohn. 
Cohn replied on his own behalf, and 
Kretzmer on behalf of ACRI.

Since its founding in 1972, ACRI, 
an affiliate of the International 
League for Human Rights, has 
taken up such cases as involuntary 
hospitalization of the mentally ill, 
expropriation of land and re- 
settlement of Beduin in the Negev 
to make room for the new air bases, 
prison conditions, police detention, 
the definition of free speech on 
campuses, the right to demonstrate, 
administrative detention in the 
West Bank.

can’t finally decide which version is 
definitive,” Kretzmer says. But he 
stresses that their observations are 
made on the basis of sworn 
evidence — affidavits — and that 
witnesses can be charged with per- 
jury if their statements are found to 
be false. 

The ACRI executive met 
“straight after the closure order" on 
the Golan and decided to send a 
delegation to investigate. By then, 
the strike by Druse opposing the 
Golan Law had been in effect for 
about two weeks, The association's 
delegation was not allowed in. They 
appealed directly to the OC 
Northern Command, Aluf Amir 
Drori, but he refused permission. 
They then petitioned the Supreme 
Court for permission, on the 
grounds that the closure. order was 
illegal. It took two weeks for the 
court to gel around to their cusc, 
and the day before’ it was to be 
heard, the closure order was lifled, 

Soon afterward, the association 
sont a delegation of five people to 
investigate. Two of them — Dr. 
Ruth Gavison and Sadek Nasser — 
were lawyers; Nasser was the only 
one of the group who spoke Arabic 
as well as Hebrew, The other three 
— Prof, Danie! Amit, Adam 
Seligman and Irit Bar-Niv — were 
not lawyers, but “members of the 
association committed to its 
work,” ᾿ 

The group spent only one day ο 
the Golan, in two of the four Drise 
towns — Majdal Shams and Ein 
Κίηγαι 

Regarding the validity of the 
evidence gathered, Kretzmer recalls 
that Justice Cohn reaponded to a 
question about possible exaggera. 
tons at the recent press con-. 
ference: he said that he had sat in 
courtrooms long enough to know: 


that evidence is always exaggerated. 


But, says Kretzmer, “We have 
prima facie evidence serious enogh 
to demand investigation,” : 
So far, Kretzmer says, the 
authorities have responded only to 
details of the association's findings. 
“Our main argument was against’ 
the actual closure itself and against 
the coercion of Druse to hand: in 
thelr old ID cards and get new ones, 
Our basic polnt hasn't been 
answered,” : 
_ There: are a number of incon- 
sistoncies in the handling of the 
situation which require some ex- 
planation, Kretzmer feels: .““After 
the Golan Law was passed 


(December (981), the - Interior, 


Ministry said the population 
register kept by the military govern- 
ment would now be kept by the civil

In mid-March, fie goes on, when

said the existing cards would! only 
be valid until April 1. And Xhen, 
even before April |, they required 
Israeli IDs for such transactions as 
getting permits to graze their sheep. 
“We took seriously that the ohicf 
beneficiaries of the law were to be 
the Druse of the Golan,” Kretzmer 
says, citing one of the government's 
justifications for the move. It’s not 
clear that that has been the cxso,

‘That is, his concerns are more with 
administration than with legislation.

Worry over Israel 


ELMER L. WINTER, former president of the American Jewish 
Committee, describes the concern of American Jews over Israel’s 
actions and its future. ΄ 


ON A worry-factor scale of one to 
10, I would gay that many American 
Jews are close to 10 or fully there in 
their troubled concern about Israel. 

Naturally, it 1s as impossible to 
generalize about al! American Jews, 
as it is to generalize about ail Israeli 
Jews. My work, however, takes me 
throughout the U,S, and brings me 
into contact with a wide variety of 
people in differing socio-economic 
groups, Some strong impressions 
have jelled. 

T might add that my cerebral 
computer haa rejected automatical- 
ly opinions from two small groups 
— those American Jews who 
believe that Israel is perfect and 
never errs, and those who never find 
anything good to say about Israel. 

Many Jews in the U.S, have been 
undergoing a harsh self- 
examination In the aftermath of the 
controversial sale of AWACS to 
Saudi Arabia. Extreme pressure 
from the White House was the 
deciding factor in the Senate vote 
approving the sale; the American 
Jewish community and its allies had 
lost in the struggle to block the sale. 

Many American Jews, lulled into 
a false sense of security that 
regardless of who occupied the 
White House, they could depend 
upon the Congress to protect the in- 
terests of Israel, are taking another 
look, and do not like what they see: 
a definite erosion of support for 
Israel. There is no likelihood that 
either house of Congress, or the two 
combined, will throw Israel to the 
Third World wolves in the im- 
mediate future; but certain signs are 
ominous, and should not be ig- 
nored. 

A congressman from Illinois has 
taken the floor of the House of 
Representatives virtually as a 
spokesman for the PLO. A congres- 
sman from California, nominally a 
moderate, who is running for the 
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Dry Bones 


Senate, has taken an active role in 
denouncing Israel and leading 
forces that would censure and 
abandon the Jewish state. 

True, the U.S. Congress last year 
awarded to Israel its largest ald 
package. True, Israel receives more 
aid from the U.S. than does any 
other nation. Still, the signs of 
political erosion are something that 
should concern all Americans — 
and Israelis, 


MANY FEARS loom in American 
Jewish thought. I would like to 
touch on a few of them: 2 

G Many Americans, not just 
American Jews, and the media es- 
pecially fear that Israel will make a 
major strike into South Lebanon. 

American Jews are not trying to 

meddle in Israel's foreign policy or 
political and military decisions; 
their fear concerns the effect of 
such an action on Israel's standing 
in the U.S. 
O Many American Jews do not 
understand why Israel changed 
from a military government to a 
civilian authority in Judea and 
Samaria, and consequent military 
actions taken to root out the PLO 
und its sympathizers. 

Nor is the removal of the West 
Bank mayors understood, 
American Jews, strong believers in 
the democratic process, pose this 
question: If these mayors were 
elected democratically in 1976, in 
an election sponsored by the Israel 
Government, what have they done 
in recent weeks that is so different 
from what they did in the previous 
Sik years as to warrant summary dis- 
missal? — 

Israeli legal experts have sought 
to justify actions in the West Bank 
in the Israel press; it might be useful 
to altempt the same in the 
American media. 

Likewise, the American public 


does not understand the fine dis- 
tinctions between “autonomy” and 
“self-determination.” This is es- 
pecially important, because the 
U.S, Government has announced 
publicly that it intends to turn its at- 
tention to the West Bank situation 
once the return of the Sinai is com- 
pleted. 

QO The situation on the Golan 
Heights is also confusing to many 
Americans, They. cdénnot undera- 
tind why there was a need to 
change the stafvs quo in the area, 
They are disturbed by tho isolation 
and punishment of the Druse vil- 
lages over tho issue of Israeli iden- 
tity cards, 

For decades, they have been 

taught that the Druse in Israel were 
the strongest supporters of the 
Jewish state; yet they witness the 
animosity on the Golan, 
Q Arms sales to Jordan and Saudi 
Arabia, Those American 
“statesmen” who for years have 
been calling for a “more even- 
handed" policy in the Middle East 
should be most pleased. Certainly 
the mass of sophisticated weaponry 
promised to Saudi Arabia and the 
Suggested F-16 sales to Jordan are 
Signs of “even-handedness.* 

For years the American people 
have been told by their government 
that it will ensure the qualitative 
edge mt insists the Israelis have in 
urnis over the combined strengths of 
its Arab adversaries. 

Some Americans, many of them 

Jews, worry whether that qualitative 
edge exists, and if so, it is being nar- 
rowed by American policy in the 
Middle East. 
Q To date, American fiscal sup- 
port of Israel has not diminished, 
but — and this is a big “but — 
American government policy ἰδ 
based on retrenchment in afl 
spending programmes. Cuts could 
be made in American aid to Israel. 
DO Israel's misconceptions about 
the American Jewish community, 

American Jewry is not 
“organized, To be more explicit, 
there actually is no single “Jewish 
community” per se, but dozens of 
them, with only tenuous ties to each 
other, Each community has its own 
infrastructure and its own unique 
character. 

It is a mistake to address 

American Jews as a monolithic 
group, 
C1 Uesracl must realize that you can- 
not take a poor policy and make it 
look good through public relations. 
At the same time, the Israel 
Government should explain before 
the fact whenever possible, instead 
of taking precipitous action and 
later trying to explain “why.” It 
shauld atrive to establiah a proper 
climate before taking action. 


O ManyAmerican Jews were dis- 
turbed deeply by the suspension of 
the Memorandum of Under- 
oor between the U.S. and 
israel, ‘ 


Not long ago, Senator Charles 
Percy, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittce on Foreign Relations, called 
for a “new spirit, a new understan- 
ding” In the special relationship 
between the U.S. and Iarael, It 
might be well to apply the same call 
to the special relatonship between 
American and Israeli Jews,

Sinai paradox 


Israel should be enjoying the approval of the 
world by withdrawing from Sinai, says GAD 
YA’ACOBI, Why, then, is the opposite the 


case? 


A NEW laraeli initiative is called for 
with the completion of the 
withdrawal from Sinai. Its aim: to 
provide the busis for an information 
drive to improve our international 
standing and to prevent us from fac- 
ing a dead-end. On the durface, it 
would seem that Lerael’s position in 
Western public opinion, among the 
clected legislators of the West and 
their governments, should be highly 
positive, 

After all, dependence of the 
Western democracies on Arab oil 
and petrodollars has been on the 
decrease for some time, Because of 
this, their economic performance 
is likely to improve, while their sen- 
sitivity to the threats and political 
demands of the oil states will 
gradually decline. 

Parallel to these developments, 
there are other reasons why Jarael 
should have a high standing in the 
eyes of the West. There is Issacl's 
flexibility and willingness to com- 
promise in the negotiations with 
Egypt and the U.S. and the extent of 
what it gave up for peace — the 
whole of Sinai, a buffer zone vital to 
its security that . included oilfields, 
military bases, airports and civilian 
settlements, all the vast and varied 
investment since the Six Day War. 
All these factors should be working 
in favour of an enhanced inter- 
national image. 

During the 15 years of its occupa- 
tion of Sinai, Israel has invested no 
less that $I7b. in development;: 
$10b. in defence, $5b. in oil produc- 
tion, and §2b. in civilian projects, (πὶ 
addition, Israel is committed to 
spending a@ further 560. on new 
military deployment and civilian in- 
frastructure in the Negev as a result 
of the withdrawal, 

All of this has serious implica- 
tions for Israel's economic develop. 
ment and social welfare, apart from 
the human suffering and national 
bitterness associated with bringing 
the peace agreement to fruition. 

Again, on the surface, this looks 
like the most natural and convine- 
ing basis for an Increase in Western 
support, especially in the ULS., the 
prime mover of the peace agree- 
ment with Egypt. Why, then, are 
things in such a mess? 


IT IS difficult to give a simple 
answer to this question. A number 
of factors are intertwined, One of 
these is that the Israel-Egypt peace 
treaty is not perceived in the West 
in the way our prime minister in- 
terprets it — as a massive renuncia- 
tion on Israel's part of the whole of 
Sinai, in return for which Judea and 
Samaria remain {n Israeli hands. On 
the contrary, the withdrawal from 
Sinai is understood as setting the 
necessary precedent, indeed es- 
tablishing the principle, of 
withdrawal in return for peace, 
which is to be applied to the West 
Bank and Gaza in stages, 

Thus when the policy of 
widespread settlement was an- 
nounced with the signing of the 
peace treaty, it seemed to many to 
be a contradiction of the “spirit of 
Camp David.” When the Golan 
Law was passed, the credibility of, 
Israel's position was very seriously 
undermined, 

The government's method of 


implementing Its policies has been 
another cause of the erosion in’ 
Israel's image in the West, Instead 
of acting like a wolf in sheep's 
clothing, acting boldly and explain- 
ing subtly, this government has 
done the apposite. Sheep-like, it has 
meekly given up all of Sinai, taking 
on a grievous new security and 
economic yoke. At the same time it 
expresses itself by snarling like a 
wolf, threatening everyone in its 
vicinity. 

In addition to all this, we are very 
familiar with the fact that the public 
in the West expects more of Larael 
that it does οἱ other countries. 


BUT WE must draw the ap- 
propriate conclusions, at all levels, 
from this situation, and these con- 
clusions must be reflected in our 
behaviour at all levels — public ex 
pression, the Knesset, the govern- 
ment. The autonomy negotiations 
have reached a dead end, If an 
agreed basis for progress is not 
found after the withdrawal is com- 
pleted, the entire political process 
may be endangered. The Fahd Plan 
will be revived as an alternative to 
Camp David, und Egypt is likely to 
accept it, with marginal changes. As 
a result, our public image in the 
West will deteriorate still further 
among the public, their elected 
representalives and their govern- 
ments, including that of the US. 

Thus Israel must take fresh in- 
itiatives, A new political strategy 
must be found to make this possible. 
An interim arrangement for Judes 
Samaria and Gaza is now inevitable. 
A permanent solution, one that 
would satisfy Israel, Jordan and the 
Palestinians, is impossible in the 
present circumstances, 


ISRAEL must also undertake 8 
review of the nature and extent of 
the economic uid It receives from 
the U.S. Part of this is merely in- 
direct compensation for the lost 
Sinai investments and income. The 
ULS, gained a new and vastly 
improved relationship with Egypt 88 
a result of the peace treaty and pal 

for it in Israeli coin, We thus have 
the moral and practical grounds for 
initiating a clarification on the sub- 
ject of aid. 

The serious mistakes committed 
by the government of Israel in the 
course of the peace negotiations 
with Egypt and the U.S. do not con- 
stitute a restraint on reopening the 
matter of aid. 

The key to our future is in our 
hands alone. It is composed of the 
following q° ions, among others: 
What sort of policy will we have in 
Judea and Samaria? Will we be able 
to restrain inflation if this means 
making sacrifices in terms of out 
standard of living? Will we be 
capable of designing an economic 
structure that at the same time will 


reduce our dependence on the USS. .. 


and allow us to absorb more Jews 
from abroad? | ao 

If we manage all these“ things, 
then perhaps, despite the paradox 
emerging from our past mistakes, 


we shall be able to rehabilitate our 
standing among the nations of the . 


world, as well as our ability to πος 
tion as a state.

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EXPORT WEEK 


WAS 1981 an outstanding year for 
Israeli exports? 

“No,” says Gideon Patt, Minister 
οἵ Industry and Trade, “Nineteen 
eighty-one was more than out- 
standing. It was a miraculous year!” 

Interviewed by The Jerusalem 

Post on the occasion of Export 
Week, the youthful-looking 
member of the Cabinet observed: 
“Last year was a cloudy one as far 
as international trade was con- 
cerned, Almost all countries in the 
world were paddling upstream, 
clashing with mild and not-so-mild 
recessions. Nevertheless, here in 
Israel our exports grew — in real, 
not nominal — terms by a whopping 
16 per cent! 
. “And, while our gross national 
product grew by 5 per cent last 
year, industrial output expanded by 
6 per cent, with a mere 1.5 per 
cent increase in the labour force 
serving industry. In other words, 
our workers boosted their produc- 
livity, and that resulled in our un- 
precedented victory against all odds 
in the battle for export growth," 

With export figures stated in dol- 
lars, the breakdown or Israeli sales 
to forcign markets last year goes 
like this: industrial goods, $3.8 bil- 
lion; polished diamonds, $1.06 bil- 
lion; and agricultural exports, 
almost one billion dollars, And, in 
1981, exports of goods beat exports 
of services by almost a billion dol- 
lars. 

“All exports,” Patt explains, “are 
good for the economy. However, in 
terms of foreign currency income, 
our sales of industrial goods abroad 
are the most important — because 
they bear a high added value, rang- 
ing from 65 to 70 per cent.” 

Among the merchandise with 
substantial added value are the so- 
called highly sophisticated goods. 
This includes products from 
science-based industries as well as 
armaments, 

Reflecting for a few seconds, Gi- 
deon Patt adds: "The fact that we 
made a very good showing last year 
does not mean we face no problems 
at all. Indeed, we have a certain 
problem gnawing at us, and 1 have 
set for myself the objective of easing 
this complication, 

“I am referring to the composi- 
tion of our foreign market profile. 
As things stand now, about 70 per 
cent of our industrial and 
agricultural exports go to the Com- 
mon Market, while 19 per cent head 
for North America and the rest to 
other markets. 

“If I could have my way, the EEC 
slice would be cut to 50 per cent, 
the North American part raised to 
25 per cent, and the rest would be 
sold in markets outside these two 
spheres.” 

The reason Patt wants things 
changed is that European curren- 
cies tend to weaken frequently, thus

disturbing Israeli exporters’ trade

Also on the subject of the com- 
position of Israel's export markets, 
Patt describes as “a barrier but a 
blessing" the fact that most un- 
derdeveloped and developin 
countries are still closed to “israeli 
exports for political reasons. 
“Those markets are fine markets," 
he says, “and we really miss them. 
However, by being forced ta look to 
the West, we have also learnt to 
compete, And in the long run, the 
image of quality goods that we have 
bred for our products could well be 
worth more in dollar terms than 
high volume exports to casy 
markets where the competition is 
less keen,” 

Minister Patt is confident that if 
Israeli exports continue their pre- 
sent trend, the annual foreign sales 
figure by 1990 will be around 511 
billion. But, he promptly adds, that 
will require an annual investment of 
between $800 million and $900 mil- 
lion, plus a 2.6 per cent increase in 
factory manpower each year, 

Right now, he says proudly, 
Tsracli exporters ship to 70 
countries. “I know there are not too 
many countries left in the world 
after the number seventy,” Patt 
jokes. “But [ still aim for another 10 
or 15 countries — and it will be very

possible to add them to our list by 
1990!" 


PATT IS a great believer in in- 
dustrial resoatch and development, 
which he sees 88 the key to keeping 
ahead in exports, “This year, 1982, 
our ‘ministry will earmark $40 mil- 
lion for R&D," he disclosed. “But 1 
admit that is not enough, wish I had 


more money to allocate to this vital 
activity, [ really need $75 million for 
this purpose in 1982. If 1 could give 
that much, Israeli industrialists 
would more than match that sum, 
with about $100 million.” 

This year, as in 1981, the Israeli 
government will continue to help 
companies sell abroad by granting 
them “exchange rate insurance" 
and also, probably, by occasional 
outright grants euphemistically dub- 
bed “compensation for erosion of 
foreign exchange value.” Last year 
there was supposed to have been 
one such compensatory payment 
granted to exporters. But before the 
year drew to a close there were 
three more payments, and needless 
to say this gladdened the hearts of 
Israeli exporters, 

“Financing of exports is no 
longer α problem for oun 
businessmen," Patt insists. ‘Not 
only is our directed (government- 
subsidized) credit cheap, but even 
more important, these loans are 
always available. In fact, a few 
countries which suffer from export 
financing troubles recently ap- 
proached us in search of barter ar- 
rangements — for direct exchange 
of goods and services with hardly 
any funds transfer involved. We are 
looking into these offers." 

Like his predecessors in the post, 
Gideon Patt claims Israeli manufac- 


moe jack an awareness of how 
vital exports afe to ἃ compan 
future, let alone to the mati 
economy as Β whole. 

He states: “With inflation Searing 
everybody's pocketbook here, there 
js such 6 rush for goods that local 
producers become blinded by the 
demand and think serving the local 
market is enough for them. 

“Naturally, this is false reasoning 
— because it neglects planning for 
the future, for the Lime when local 
‘demand will have been satisfied and 
there will be no other customers 
around. That is why I have taken it 
upon myself to try my best to re- 
mind our manufacturers of the im. 
portance — to them and to the 
country — of steering their ships 
towards the most promising shore, 
the land of exports.” 

To that end, Patt has initiated a 
programme of sending export 
counselling teams to visit with heads 
of smaller firms, to teach them the 
basics of exporting procedure. So 
successful has this scheme become, 
that plans are underway to establish 
similar teams, to guide businessmen 
in management and productivity 
improvement. 

Like previous ministers of trade 
and industry, Patt complains that 
the Israeli civilian labour force is 
top heavy with service workers, to 
the detriment of the production sec- 
tor. He would like to see a freeze 
put on hiring of additional service 
employees, accompanied by ἃ 
package of tax benefits for people 
who elect to work in factories. 

Putt also wants Israel's industrial 
equipment to be better exploited, to 
bring each machine's productive 
capacity up to Europenn standards. 

As for over-dependence on fac- 
tory labour from the Golun Heights, 
West Bank and Gaza Strip, Patt is 
not too worried and cites the recent 
situation in the Galilee, when Druse 
workers from the Golan stayed 
away during the general strike in 
their villages. 

“Tt wasn't the end of the world for 
our manufacturers up there,” Patt 
told The Post, “Plant owners quickly 
learnt to manage without those 
workers, with the help of local peo- 
ple who came forward and took jobs 
they had previously shunned. For 
the longer lerm, most of our 
manufacturers dependent on non- 
Israeli workers have begun the 
gradual though costly shift to fac- 
tory automation, And, here al the 
ministry we have begun to explote 
the introduction of roboties into the 
Israeli industrial panorama. — 

“A robot knows no politics, no 
hatred and no nationality, He just 
does his job as directed. Until we 
have enough robots, we Israelis 
have to work hard, The harder we 
work, the more we will produce. 
And the more we produce, the more 
we can export!" 


THE UPWARD trend in Israel's 
exporls over the past few years 
levelled off in 1981 when, al an es- 
timated 55.3 billion, exports equal- 
led the previous year's total. 

However, uccording to an 
annlysis by Moshe Scmadar, deputy 
director-general of forcign trade for 
the Ministry of Industry and Trade, 
export growth has not come to a 
stundstill, us one would gather from 
the statistics. 

After deducting the export 
figures of the diumond industry —~ 
which is experiencing a crisis 
worldwide — and making al- 
lowances for dollar prices (which 
rose less in 198} than in 1980), the 
real increase in Israeli exports for 
1981 and 1980 amounts to 1! per 
cent each year, 
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This achievement is all the more 
commendable, he claims, in view of 
the economic depression afflicting 
most of the countries which Import 
Israeli products, and the overall 
three per cent drop in international 
trade. 


Semadar's analysis attributes the 
lack of additional export growth to 
the state and worldwide economies, 
and, specifically, to the fall of Euro- 
pean currencies in relation to the 
dollar. 


Exports to the European Com- 
munity and other European markets 
Fell considerably, and hardest hit 
were consumer-goods, which con- 
stitute the main part of Israel's ex- 
ports to Europe. The drop in Euro- 
pean currencies both decreased the

DESPITE the fact that it has been a 
tough year for most of the canneries 
in the country, Gut Food Canneries 
is everything you wouldn't expect it 
to be — a successful kibbutz 
industry, 

Gut exports during 1981 reached 
$21.5m. representing about 85 per 
Cent of its production. Notwithstan- 
ding gloomy talk from many expor- 
ters, Gat officials are confident that 
during 1982 they will increase their 
exports hy at least 10 per cent, Uri 
Pollak the company’s managing 
director bases his optimism on the 
fuct that export targets for the first

Gat, the recipient of a special ex- 
Port award, belongs to the two

PREGNANT cows, alligators, and 
day-old baby chicks were some of 
the passengers in shipments carried 
by El Al Cargo, which sent seven 
per cent more Israeli exports 
abroad during the 1982 fiscal year 
than in the previous one. 

Out of the all-time peak of 68,700 
tons of cargo carried in 1982 by El 
Al — which, according to Ze'ev 
Livneh who Is head of the air-lines' 
cargo division, “is a (4 per cent in- 
crease over [98] and) a significant 
achievment at a time when many 
airlines arc suffering from severe 
setbacks in air cargo" — some 
34,000 tons were exported. 
Agricultural products such as frults, 
flowers und vegetables uccounted 
for one third of these exports. 

“Cargo accounts for almost a 
quarter of El Al's overall revenue. 
This is one of the highest cargo- 
passtnger ratios of any scheduled 
airline," sdld Livneh, wha explained 
that El Al is the only airline which 
flies 747 freighters between Tel 
Aviv, and Europe and America, It is 
no wonder, then, that 95 per cent of 
Israel's agricultural exports, und 80 
per cent of all cargo Nuwn in und 
out of Israel, is sent on El Al cargo 
planes. ; 

EI Al's livestock shipments, in 
which the eompany is now 
specializing, have in the past 
aroused world-wide interest. 

Last year, for instance, there 
were 14 shipments of a total of 185 
Pregnant cows from Holland tu 
Cuiro. 

“EL Al Cargo has shipped day-old 
baby chicks and bananas from 
Israel to Cuiry in special flights. But 
we don't expect lo open any regular 
freight route to Egypt" from Isruel, 
Livneh suys, as regular pussenger 
Plunes cun usuully tuke cure of 
necessary shipments. 

In speciully constructed crates to 
prevent bites and tail-slashings, 120 
alligators were shipped by El ΑἹ 
from Florida τὸ αὶ 40-dunum purk at 
the Humat-Guader hot springs, north 
of Tiberius. And there were ship- 
ments of a three-metre-tull female 
giraffe from Copenhagen to 
Jerusalem's Biblical Zoo, and of 
horses, sea lions and ponies — via 
El Al.

Rugged good looks! R & D j 


Caesarea Glenoit Industries, recipient of the main 
Export Prize, is described by Yitzhak Oked. 


CAESAREA Glenoit Industries — 


which includes the famous Carmel! 
Carpets manufacturing plant — is 
the recipient this year of the highest 
export prize of Israel. 

The company is a private one, run 
by the family of MK Avraham 
Shapira (Agudat Yisrael), 

Because of Shapira's busy 
schedule at the Knesset, the bulk of 
the work at the plants falls on his 
sons: Isaac, who is the company 
vice chairnian, and Pinchas, who is 
in charge of marketing. Talking to 
them you find that these young men 
have a complete grasp on the com- 
plicated ‘ins and outs” of inter- 
national business. 

- Isaac explained that his family is 
connected with many businesses, 
but the export prize was awarded 
solely to Caesarea Glenoit which 
comprises three factories — Carmel 
Carpets, Glenoit and Toyland. He 
attributed receiving the prize to the 
fact that in five years, the com- 
pany's exports have soared: in 1976, 
exports totaled $4.4m, in 1981, they 
reached $23.5m. (The exports for all- 
their business enterpises together 
exceed $30m.) 

He went on to describe the 
products they make. Carmel 
Carpets produces high-quality 
carpets made out of synthetic 
materials, pure wool, und pure silk. 
They weave according to traditional 
Chinese and Persian designs — 
among others — by contract, for 
businesses hotels,. etc. 

“Glenoit is priniarly..d imanufac- 
turer of floor-covering rugs and 
bigger carpets. They have a unique 
method of producing imitation fur 
carpets, used in bedreoms and liv 
ing rooms. 

“In this, we lead in the world’ 
thanks to technologies developed in 
Israel," [saac said. Glenoit also 
produces bed spreads, and plush 
fabrics used in the Toyland factory 
which makes stuffed animals. 

Success with exports, according 
to Isaac, is due to the fact that 
Caesarea Glenoit is represented 
abroad in the main by companies 
solely or partially owned by the 
Shapiras. Companies that are not 
associated with them, he added, 
receive exclusive rights and are in 
close contact with the company in 
Israel. 

“This is very important, since we 
see in the service we give our 
customers a very important link in 
the whole process. Our success is 
due, to a good extent, lo the fact 
that our presence is felt in Europe 
and elsewhere. We don’t come, sign 
some orders and disappear, Our 
People are there all the time. Our 
customers expect and get prompt 
service,” said Isaac. 

He added that with their 
customers, which often include big 
chuins of stores, company officials 
hold regular ‘‘merchandise 
meetings” at which problems con- 
cerning business transactions are 
discussed by all parties. Isauc sees 
greal importance in these meetings 
which ultimately ‘‘move™ the 
merchandise faster and more ef- 
ficiently so that customers are not 
left with too little or too much 
stock, 

Chaim Tuggennes, who is in 
charge of the French market, 
emphasized the high-quality of 
Caesarea Glenoit products. He used, 
as an example, the instance of a 
large French mail-order company. 
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MK Avraham Shapira, head. of 
Caesaria Glenolt Industries, 


“We showed them our line and 
left,” he explained, Then the long 
period of correspondence began as 
usual, The French company, es- 
pecially concerned that the 
products were of good quality so 
that customers would not send them 
back, demanded that tests be done 
On the merchandise, 

According to Tugennes, however, 
the French officials were quickly 
convinced — they skipped the tests, 
came within a week to the main of- 
fice in Caesarea, and in less than 48 
hours, were on the way back to 
France having signed an initial 
$200,000 order. 

The president of the new Glenoit 
Company established in the U.S., 
Michael Vydra, said the biggest 
challenge today is to continue sup- 
plying the high-quality products, 
and to try to improve on them if 
possible, Vydra gave an example of 
how new markets abroad are 
created. The Toyland plant 
produced a huge stuffed polar bear 
which, according to calculations, 
would have had to sell in 
Switzerland for at least SF39.99, 

When Toyland people ap- 
proached a leading chain of stores 
in Switzerland to try and sell this 
bear, officials there refused the 
deal. “Our customers will simply 
not buy such an over-priced stuffed 
bear,” the officials claimed. Ac- 
cording to Vydra, they succeeded in 
persuading the officials to make a 
trial order of 100 polar bears which 
were sold out immediately, and 
teordered by the Swiss who wanted 
to receive exclusive rights for selling 
the toy, : 
~The polar bears, carpets and 
other Cacsarea Glenoilt products are 
manufactired on unique equip- 
ment, according to Pinchas Shapira. 
He explained that the company in- 
vests heavily in implementing 
modern technologies, using 
machines which are rebuilt and 
readjusted to met the specific 
needs of the merchandise. 

In computerized, automatic 
machinery, he claimed, they have 
(he newest and best in the world, 
which enables the factories to come 
out with products which sell at low 
prices though they are of high 
quality. This modern equipment 
also allows them to come out with 
new producets long before com- 
petitors catch on. 

“By the time our competitors are 
producing similar items, we are 
already out with something new," 
he said. : 

Avraham Shapira, according to 
one of the company executives, is 
a top-notch businessman who has 
been an excellent teacher to his two 
sons. Reading financial statements 
is not like reading Talmud in the 
yeshiva, and Isaac admitted that he 
“paid his dues” and served a tong 
apprenticeship. “Like everything 
else in life,” he said, “experience is 
the best teacher.” Ὁ 


s the key to growth 


The key to the expansion of exports — and of industrial growth 
in general — is Research and Development, Eliahu Hurvitz, 
_ President of the Israel Manufacturers Association, tells 
The Post's Economic Editor MEIR ΜΕΒΗΑν. 


FOR ELIAHU Hurvitz, president 
of the Israel Manufacturers As- 
sociation, industrial growth and ex- 
pansion of exports are synonymous 
today. What is more, he contends, 
the growth of industry will deter- 
mine Israel's standard of living and 
possibly influence the country's 
political fortunes. 

The huge task of reducing the 
gaping balance-of-trade deficit, 
which already in 1980 reached some 
$4b, must fall entirely on the 
shoulders of Industry. Neither 
agriculture — where expansion is 
limited by the availability of water 
and land, as well as by the markets 
accessible to our products — nor 
the services sector can play much 
more than ἃ secondary role in that 
task, Industry will have to shoulder 
the main burden, according to Hur- 
vitz. 


With industry presently produc- ἡ 


ing, directly and indirectly, approx- 
imately half of its total output for 
exports, industrial growth itself de- 
pends on the expansion of exports, 
That means, primarily, ruising 
productivity in general and the out- 
put of sophisticated goods in par- 
ticular, 

Israel's industry aspires not to 
compete with the industries typical 
of low-wage economies, but to 
carve out a niche for itself in the 
world market on an equal footing 
with the leading industrial 
economies; it can already point lo 
success in certain areas, 

However, the country's produc- 
tivily still lags far behind that of the 
industrialized economies with 
which it must compete, both in the 
home markets of those economies 
themselves and in other markets. 
Thus, Israel's output per worker in 
1980 was some $20,000 which is 
about half that of most European 
countries, Similarly, its investment 
per worker was on average some 
$14,000 — again about half that of 
our competitors. 

Hurvitz explains that to close this 
gap between the capital endowment 
per worker, and the productivity 
level that largely, although not ex- 
clusively, depends upon it, there 
need to be some fundamental 
changes in industry itself and in 
government policy, 

Industry will have to modernize: 
its methods of management so as to 
be able to cope with the problems of 
planning, organization, decision- 
making and control that it faces 
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Eliahu Hurvitz 


with increasing pressures in the 
competitive foreign market. Also, 
industry itself will have to play a 
greater role in training its work- 
force. 

Given the preponderant role of 
government in I[srael's economy, 
however, the decisive factor in 
Promoting industrial growth is 
government policy, A doubling of 
the capital inventory per worker — 
in addition to a substantial increase 
in the number of workers — will re- 
quire a restructuring of the capital 
market'sd as to give industrial firms 
access to privale savings on com- 
petitive terms, 

According to Hurvitz, this will re- 
quire first and foremost a thorough 
reform of the prevailing tax system. 
The present taxation of mere in- 
flationary book profits has resulted 
in the erosion of the real equity of 
industrial firms, Without a perfor- 
mance record of real profitability, 
industry cannot hope to mobilize 


the capital needed from the outside ᾿ 
for expansion and for raising its. 
productivity, nor can it accumulate. 
it from within. The result is a heavy - 


dependency on the government. 


GIVEN THE specific conditions in . 


which Israel's industry has 
developed, Hurvitz says, in which 
hon-economic considerations such. 
as the creation of employment or 


the dispersal of the population into . 


development areas have played a 
considerable role, the dominating 
role of the government cannot be 
faded out overnight. 

Until the government will create 
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conditions in which industry can 
mobilize funds on the domestic and 
foreign capital market, and will con- 
fine itself to the role of Providing 
the necessary infrastructure — eg. 
land on reasonable terms, Toads, 
adequate transport facilities, 
electric power, communications, 
etc. — the government will have to 
compensate industry for the inade- 
quacy of these services. 

Hurvitz points with satisfaction to 
certain recent developments in the 
field of industrial research and 
development, (R & D), in which he 
sees the key Lo the expansion of ex- 
ports and of industrial growth in 
general, The academic institutions, 
he says, have become much more 
Sesponsive to the needs of industry 
than before — in no small measure 
due to the shrinking of funds 
available for areas other than ap- 
plied research. [f only a few years 
ago academics “looked down their 
noses” at commercially oriented 
research, they now canvas industry 
for joint research projects. 

Even in this area, he claims, there 
is a gup between what is needed and 
what is actually being done. 
Although the allocation for in- 
dustrial R & D is the only item in 
the government's budget thal has 
been increased, it amounts to a 
mere $35m. 

“Why,” he exclaims, “my own 
not-very-big firm alone (he is the 
general manager of the Assia-Teva 
Pharmaceutical concern) last year 
spent $4.5m. on R&D!" ᾿ 

What Hurvitz wants to see in this 
crucial area is not only an allocation 
of more funds from the public kilty, 
but a reorganization of research ef- 
forts on a national scale. The pre- 
sent fragmentation of R&D funds 
and — perhaps even more impor- 
tantly — research manpower, 
between a multitude of organize- 
tions, deprives the country and in- 
dustry in particular of the full 
potential of these efforts. 


Israel, Hurvitz firmly believes, 
has the human potential to develop 
its industry to the levels of produc- 
tivity and the technological 
sophistication and competitiveness 
needed to put the economy back on 
a path of rapid growth. For the in- 
dustrial sector to be able to fulfil 
this function — which must neces- 
sarily be predominantly export 
oriented — government policy must 
give il top priority, in actual prac- 
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tice and not only in declarations. .

Language of bullets 


THE KILLING and wounding of Arabs in the territories has become 
almost routine. Hardly a day passes by without at least one or two of 


them, mostly young ones, being killed. The Israel public has become- 


so inured to this, it seems no longer lo pay attention. 

To be sure, these are not simply Arabs but, for the most part, Arab 
demonstrators, incited to acts of violence. And the Israelis who kill 
them are, for the most part, members of the security forces whose 
duty it is to maintain law and order. 

But the Arabs are by and large unarmed, except with rocks which 
they hurl and tyres which they set on fire, and they do not come 
organized in military formutions. And (he (roops and the border 
guards whe are supposed to shoot only in self-defence, and only into 
the air or at the demonstrators’ feet, somehow manage to strike an 
assailant dead, and not with rubber bullets either. 

An oceasional inquiry is ordered of a soldier who is suspected of 
having shot out of iine, and not at a demonstrator bul al, say, a lone 
Arab woman, But rarely does this lead anywhere. The 58 ΠῚ6 is true of 
the occasional investigation of the West Bank vigilantes, the loca! 
Jewish setulers who tote their guns by permission, indeed al the 
behest, of the authurities. 

Necdless io say, the killings are not planned in advance, nor are 
they an end in themselves. They are merely the product of a policy 
which aims at suppressing the PLO, and alienating the people of the 
territories from it. But their practical result is just exactly the op- 
posite, They add fuel to the PLO flames, and they widen the guif bet- 
ween Israelis and Palestinians perhaps beyond any prospect of 
bridging. 

If there is any hope that the people of the territories might one day 
welcome the autonomy scheme under Israel's aegis, it can be realized 
only by a process of dialogue. Ail we are doing now is killing off that 
hope. ,

Yamit’s last hours 


THE GOVERNMENT had three full years, since the signing of the 
peuce treaty with Egypt, in which to provide for the orderly and 
peaceful transfer of all the Yamit area settlers and their properties 
this side of the recognized international boundary. Surety it could 
have been expected that during the week before Israel's final 
withdrawal from Sinai the area would be clear of any civilian Israeli 
presence, and ready to be handed back to the Egyptians. 

But most ofthat: time went to waste. it was wasted in dilly-dallying 
and footdraggihg, in endless wrangles with the settlers over the 
umount of compensations due to them, and more recently in cat-and- 
mouse games with the opponents of withdrawal who had been in- 
filtrating into the area from the outside, How much of this was due to 
sheer bureaucratic bungling, and how much τὸ intrigues by people in 
high places who themselves took a dim view of the pullout, is now 
beside the point. ᾿ 

What mutters now is the result: this morning, just four days before 
the deadline of April 25, the area is still filled with hundreds of anti- 
withdrawal zealots dug into positions in the homes, structures and 
bunkers of the town of Yamit. Today the army is to start moving 
them forcibly out, and τὸ begin bulldozing the entire beautiful litte 
town into a Freshly excavated ditch. 

The great fear today is bloodshed. In the hope of minimizing it, the 
government has banned television cameras from recor ‘ing the 
evacuation. But it is absurd to conceive of the camera eye w. the only 
incenlive to violence, 

Even at its most “moderate,” the whole rationale of the ζει οἱ κ᾽ 
fast stand in Yamil, cameras or no cameras, is to cause as much trou. 
ble for the army as possible — and thus to make the evacuation into a 
traumatic national experience. 

There is really no good reason why the curtain had to be rung on 
the drama of Yamit in such melancholy fashion. There was plenty of 
time to stage a dignified ending to what is — und how easily we tend 
τὸ forget it! — the process of making peace with Israel's largest Arab 
neighbour.

A PLEASANT surprise: Aharon Abuhatzeira, the convicted minister 
of labour, welfare and absorption, has informed Premier Begin that 
he intends to quit his cabinet post, although not his Knesset seat, at 
feast pending his appeal in the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Abuhatzeira’s official reason is not terribly convincing. He 
wishes, So he says, to prepare himself for the appeal, and in the mean- 
time he would like his several departments to have a “spokesman at 
the cabinet table.” For some reason Mr. Abuhatzeira did not feel 
that way while he was on leave for his trial, and Mr. Begin served as 
his replacement. 

But never mind. The main thing is that Mr. Abuhatzeira has in fact 
made an acknowledgement of what every sensible citizen doubtless 
understands: that a minister convicted of serious crimes, even though 
by a court of first instance, cunnot pursue his cabinet career as 
though nothing has happened. 

While he ponders his appeal, however, Mr. Abuhatzeira might also 
usefully exumine the suggestion made by some of his aides that his 
conviction was the product of anti-Sephardi prejudice. This is a gross

Past the hurdles 


THE GOOD news from Jerusalem is that the peace with Egypt is on, 
and that the mini-crisis of the past few days is happily over. 

Egypt has made a pledge of its loyal adherence to the terms of the 
peace treaty, and Israel has reciprocated by vowing to complete the 
withdrawal from Sinai as scheduled, by April 25. This is what the 
cabinet decided, unanimously, yesterday morning — and in conse- 
quence of this decision, orders went out to begin the final evacuation 
of the town of Yamil. 

In truth israel has received rather less than the full measure of the 
demands it made of Egypt. The cabinet communique refers to Egyp- 
tian steps taken to correct violations of the military annex provisions 
on the limitation of forces in Sinai, and to Egyptian undertakings 
given lo prevent further incursions of terrorists and the smuggling of 
terrorist arms-from Egyptian territory. The communique ignores, 
however, the delicate matter of the border disputes, notably at Taba. 

These might, of course, have from the start been expected to be 
seilled, if not in direct talks, then through mediation or arbitration, as 
laid down in the treaty. But in that cage, what waa the point of raising 
the issue? 

What Israel did obtain from Egypt, with America's (that is, William 
Stoessel's) help, in the flurry of the last ten days’ talks, is not exactly 
slim pickings. But it seems hardly to justify the bluster about massive 
Egyptian violations that could, so it was alleged, threaten the 
withdrawal itself, In retrospect, all this now looms as a theatrical 
storm in a diptomatic teacup — unless it is argued that the real pur- 
pose, from the start, was rather to squeeze some last-minute verbal 
concessions from the Americans. 

These have been squeezed, all right. Mr. Reagan, in his own letter 
to Mr, Begin, undertook to furnish [sraet with the means of defence 
it would need if Egypt broke the peace treaty, to mainiain not only 

Israel's qualitative but also — impossibly — its quantitative edge as 
well, and to keep faith with the autonomy. (As a bonus, Mr. 
Reagan ordered Ambassador Jeane Kirkpatrick to veto the Moslem 
drafl resolution on the Temple Mount shooting in the UN, 


How valuable these concessions will be in the long term, remains 
to be seen.

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BACKGROUND 


ONCE AGAIN, an introverted 
loner responding to an inner voice 
left a Jerusalem hotel room last 
week and headed with tools of 
destruction for the Mountain of the 
Lord. 

In 1969, Dennis Michael Rohan, 
a Christian tourist from Australia, 
carried in his knapsack cans of ben- 
zine and kerosene with which he 
hoped to burn down Al-Aksa Mos- 
que. Two weeks ago, Alan Good- 
man, a Jewish immigrant from the 
US., took the M-16 rifle he had 
learned to use just a few days 
before in his basic army training— 
he reportedly still did not know how 
to sel it for automatic fire — and 
shot his way into the Dome of the 
Rock. 

Jerusalem has always been a 
focus not only for pilgrims, but for 
would-be Messiahs and mentally 
disturbed persons drawn by the 
mystic character of the city. Par- 
ticularly since the Six Day War, an 
event regarded by some fundamen- 
talists us heralding the End of Days, 
the city has seen many bizarre 
visitors, including more than one 
fancifully-dressed figure on a white 
donkey — the method of transpor- 
tation tradition assigns (o the Mes- 
siah, The Temple Mount, where the 
inaccessible Holy of Holies once 
held the Tablets of the Law brought 
down by Moses from Mount Sinni, 
provides a superb background 
against which to act out their fan- 
tasies. 

For Rohan, the fantasy was that 
his miserable life as a drifting sheep- 
shearer, punctuated by commiltals 
to mental hospitals, had led by 
divine guidunce to the mission of 
burning down the mosque, so that 
he could rebuild the Temple, rule 
over Judea, and wed his ulpan 
feacher, Zippora, who would 
become his queen. 

The revelation of Goodnian's fan- 
lnsy will have to await his trinf; but 
similarities between the Iwo men 
are already evident. 

Like Rohan, Goodman is 
described by those who knew him 
here as a strange, friendless person 
who often talked to himself. The 
testimony of Goodman's ulpan 
leacher that the American often 
used sexual profanity in Lhe 
presence of female students ap- 
Parently echoes Rohan’s sexual 
obsessions. Like Rohan, Goodman 
had evidently drifted through life 
without meaningful direction until 
the act that brought him to the in- 
stant attention of the whole world, 
from the pope and the president of 
the United States to the girl who 
had reportedly rejected him in 
Sweden. 

The Arabs of Jerusalem, and 
Moslems throughout the world, are 
understandably upset at this second 
severe violation of the holy site in 13 
years. They believe that it cannot be 
by mere chance that two madmen 
should have descended on them in 
so short a span of time. Most local 
Arabs are convinced that Goodman 
was not simply 8 lone madman, but 
part of a conspiracy. This suspicion 
fed on the confused firing on the 
Temple Mount by security forces 
during the incident and on the 
widespread report by local Arabs 
that three Israeli civilians wearing 
kipot and carrying rifles appeared 
on the site as much as an hour after 
Goodman had been apprehended 
— and that one of thei allegedly 
killed the.second of the two Arabs 
to die on the Mount that morning. 


THE FORCEFUL Moslem reac- 
lion to the incident here and abroad 
demonstrated once again that there 
is no more sensitive point for the 
Arabs in their relations with Israel 
than the Temple Mount — not land 
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Magnetic Mount

expropriation, political suppression 
or anything else. When after 
Goodman began shooting, the 
muezzins used minaret 
loudspeakers to call on the faithful 
lo “save ihe mosque,” the security 
forces first on the scene were hard 
put to restrain the inflamed crowds 
which poured into the Mount from 
rushing the Dome of the Rock to 
lynch the gunman. 

Ever since Israel won control of 
the Old City in the Six Day War, the 
Arabs have feared that the Jews* 
ultimate intention is to rebuild the 
Temple on the ruins of the Dome of 
the Rock and Al-Aksa, The fire set 
by Rohan, which badly damaged 
the latter, was for them clear confir- 
mation. 

In fact, however, Israeli policy 
from the very beginning has been to 
leave the Temple Mount effectively 
in Moslem hands, even though it is 
also Jewry’s holiest site. The in- 
describable conflict that could have 


ensued if both sides claimed it was 
averted by the enforcement of the 
age-old rabbinical injunction 
against Jews going onto the Mount 
until the coming of the Messiah. 
Less than two weeks after the war, 
Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
ordered Israeli troops aff the Mount 
and formally handed the area back 
to the Moslem authorities to run it 
us they chose. He was not, however, 
handing over sovereignty. To sym- 
bolize this, he ordered the confisca- 
tion of the key to the Moghrabi 
Gate, the one closest to the Western 
Wall. ; 
Although Israeli military guards 
were posted ‘at the gate lo ensure 
access lo {πὲ Mount, operational 
control remained in the hands of the 
Supreme Moslem Council. The 
hours fixed by the Wakf for visitors 
to the Mount were honoured al the 
Moghrabi Gate as well. A small 
police post was opened on the 
Mount to help maintain order, but 


the Israeli authorities, with con- 
siderable sensitivity, detailed mostly 
Arab East Jerusalemite policemen 
for this duty. 

Their most trying task has been to 
prevent Jewish nationalists from 
demonstratively praying on the 
Mount. In osder to avoid public dis- 
turbances, the government issued 
clear instructions in 1967 that the 
police would prevent any attempt 
by Jews to pray there. The Moslem 
Council has retained exclusive 
responsibility for the Mount's 
maintenance, and no Israeli flag has 
flown there since, a few days after 
the war, Dayan ordered the removal 
of the banner hoisted by the 
paratroopers who captured il. 

The Moalem authoritles used 
both the Rohan and the Goodman 
incidents to demand the return of 
the key to the gate, blaming the 
Israeli authorities for what had hap- 
pened. Neither Rohan nor 
Goodman, in fact, entered through 
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a gun, 


the Moghrabi Gale. If they had, 
they would have been stopped by 
the Israeli guards posted there. 
Rohan's knapsack would have been 
examined and Goodman would 
have had to leave his weapon at the 
gate, as standing orders demand. 

Rohan came in through one of 
the northern gales, manned by 
Moslem guards. He had been able 
to enter the Al-Aksa before it was 
opened to the public through the 
connivance of πα mosque guard 
whom he had tipped liberally in the 
past. The only blame that could be 
placed on Israel was that it had wun 
the war, captured the Old Cily and 
thereby stirred Messinnic hopes. 
The war, however, had been sluried 
on the eastern from by Jordan, 
which hud ignored urgent messages 
from Jerusalem to keep the peace 
while Israel and Egypt fought it out 
in Sinai. 


WHEN GOODMAN made his ap- 
pearance on the Temple Mount, 
security was tighter than it had been 
in Rohan’s time. Policemen were 
now slutioned at the ynle alongside 
the Wak(’s own guards. Chis proved 
insufficient defence, us it has 
proven so often elsewhere, against 
a armed mun prepared to die and 
using the advantage of surprise. The 
two policemen on the scene were 
simply gunned down belore they 
knew What was happening. 
Goodman was able to mount the 
Foundation Stone in the centre of 
the Dome of the Rock, and fire four 
shats into the magniicent dome 
high above his head. 

Arabs interviewed during the 
riots on the Temple Muunt 
alterwiards, blamed Israels 
nationalist extremists but not the 
government. Kiryal Arba, Kahane 
and Gush [:munim were ameng the 
names they mentioned. The 
Supreme: Moslem Council. 
however, pluced the responsibility 
on the government — stopping just 
short of explicitly implicating «i 
the shooting. but leaving that pas- 
sibility open. 

The police were caught in the 
middle between an apparently 
deranged gunman and a maddened 
crowd, between the need to apply 
force to avoid imminent mayhem 
and the need to avoid force on a 
supremely holy site. In the circum- 
Slances, they sappeur to have 
behaved with commendable 
restraint and coolness, although a 
final verdict will have to await the 
detailed examination of the incident 
ordered by the police hierarchy. 

This reporter saw a thin line of 
policemen quietly holding their 
ground as a mass of shouting Arabs 
seethed around them and one 
youth, sitting on the shoulders of his 
comrades and masked by a keffiya, 
waved a Palestinian flag in their 
faces. 

But it still has to be determined 
whether the large force eventually 
used to disperse the crowd was 
reasonable and whether the con- 
siderable shooting, most of it in the 
air, was necessary. ‘ 

However, the principal question 
confronting the police, and the 
Israeli and Moslem authorities, is 
how lo safeguard the holy site in the 
future. The Moslems are interested 
in having tourists visit the mosques 
which, apart from their religious 
significance, are a proud (ribute tu 
Islamic culture, and whose entrance 
fees help to maintain the Temple 
Mount aren. The Israclis ure in- 
lerested, tao, far access lo Moslem 
holy places illustrates the religious 
freedom prevailing In Jerusalem un- 
der Israeli rule.

THERE HAS recently been 
published a Hebrew translation of a 
fascinating work by Alec Briscoe, 
The Sexual Life of Plants and it is my 
intention to devole one or two arti- 
cles to my contention that the Bible 
and the rabbis of the Talmud were 
aware of this phenomenon which is 
reflected to some extent in the law 
against kila'im, the prohibition of 
the “miscegenation" of plants, 
which occurs in this week's portion. 

A regular reader of my column, a 
Mrs, Belle Kirschenbaum (“Cherry 
Tree!) drew my attention to the 
fact that in the grounds of 26, 
Arlosoroff Street, Jerusalem, thore 
is a tree which produces both 
Oranges and lemons. 1 went to see 
this curiosity (subsequently 1 saw 
another one, in Radak Sireet, and 
was told that it is known as “the 
marmalade tree”!) and the most 
cursory glance showed the lwo trees 
had been grafted together at base. 

Nevertheless, although neither 
the orange nor the lemon was 
known in Israel during Biblical and 
Talmudic times the only citrus fruit 
known: being the efrog (and 
Maimonides, Laws of Kila'im, 1.5 
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prohibits the grafting of an etrog 
with an apple) there is no doubt in 
my mind that this grafting of an 
orange and lemon does not con- 
stitute an infraction of the prohibi- 
tion of και. 

There are two references in the 
Pentateuch to the prohibition of 
kila’‘im, of mixing seeds, One, in 
Deut. 22.9 limits it to sowing other 
seeds in a vineyard. In this week's 
portion, however, not only does it 
appear to include the whole world 
of flora (“Thou shalt not sow thy 
field with two kinds of seed") but it 
includes in the same verse cross- 
breeding between different species 
of animals, and sha‘atnez, which as 
the Rashbam acutely points out is in 
a class by itsclf, since it is the inter- 
mingling of Mora (flax) with fauna 
(wool)! 

The rabbis, however, go into con- 
siderable detail-on this subject, and 
the first four Mishnayot of Tractate 
Kila‘m actually names fruits the 
mixing of: which is permitted, and, 
on the other hand, groups of trees 
“the apple, and the medlar, the 
peach and the almond, the jujubs 
and the zyzyphus" which, “although 
they resemble one another do con- 
stitute diverse kinds.” In other 
words, it is not the appearance of 
the tree which determines the per- 
mission or. prohibition of cross- 
breeding. And Maimonides (Laws of 
Kila’im 1.8.) classifies plants .ac- 
cording to three categories.

DESECRATION OF HOLY SITES 


To the Edltor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — No one will question 
Anwar Nusseibeh's right to speak 
with authority on the subject of 
desecration of holy sites. He served 
as Jordan's Minister of Defence 
during a period when the Jorda- 
nians, in a planned, systematic, of- 
ficlally inspired campaign, razed all 
but one of 74 Jewish synagogues 
(some of them centuries old) that 
had graced the Old City until the 
Jordan conquest in 1948. Hundreds 
of Scrolls of the Law, reverently 
preserved for generations, were 
burned to ashes, Thousands of 
sacred books were committed to the 
flames. 

Scores of yeshivot were reduced 
to hollow shells, their interiors used 
as chicken runs and stables, filled 
with dung heaps, garbage and 
sewage. The Jewish cemetery in 
Hebron, where victims of the riots 
of 1929 had been laid to rest, was 
plowed over and converted inlo a 
tomato patch. 

Under Jordanian rule 38,000 of 
the 50,000 tombstones on the 
Mount of Olives were vandalized or 
stolen, many of them winding up in 
the Jordanian Army camp in 
Bethany where they were used as 
building material in barracks, 
retaining walls, paths and latrines, 


Although the camp, which was 
designated as a holy site by the 
Ministry of Religions, has been al- 
lowed to fall into disrepair, it can be 
viewed today. 


After having interviewed the 
Arab caretakers of the cemetery ap- 
pointed by the Jordanian Govern- 
ment, the inter-ministerial commit- 
tee, which investigated the desecra- 
tions reported: “The Jordanian 
authorities — civilian as well as 
military — bear the full and clear- 
cul responsibility for all the acts of 
abomination and desecration car- 
tied out in the cemeteries on the 
Mount of Olives, at Hebron and in 
the various camps of the Jordanian 
Army. It is clear, beyond ull shadow 
of doubt, that the authoritics not 
on}y knew of the acts of defacement 
and devastation, but that these ucts 
were the direct result of systematic, 
deliberate, and careful planning in 
the highest echelons of the Jorda- 
nian Government.” 


How dare Nusseibeh lead a 
Procession of protest decrying the 
act of a single madman who will 
soon be brought to trial by the Isruel 
Government — Nusseibeh, of all 
people!

ISRAEL'S CREDIBILITY 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — The IDF spokesman's in- 
terest in detailing the ousted West 
Bunk mayors’ “hostile activities” 
(March 26) is fully understandable, 
since the firing of democratically 
elected mayors inevitably triggered 
worldwide and local criticism. But 
the army's best efforts to justify its 
step, responsible to a lnrge degree 
Tor setting off ἃ tragic round of 
violence, sound ludicrous to anyone 
reasonably well-informed about 
Palestinian and West Bank politics. 
To start oul, the spokesman 
makes some silly errors of 
Nomenclature: Al-Hurivya is a joint 
publication by a Lebanese leftist 
party and the Democratic Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine —~ there 
is no such thing as the “Popular 
Democratic Front" referred to. 
Also, the story accuses Ramallah's 
Karim Khalaf of membership in the 
“clandestine Palestine Liberation 
Front, members of which were con- 
victed for terrorist acts."' The 
probable intention here is the 
Palestine National Front, an early 
(970s attempt by West Bank com- 
munists and others close to the 
party to form a locally based 
political force, opposed to the 
traditional pro-Jordanian leadership 
— and independent from the PLO 
as well. The PNF was explicitly nor 
Δ mililary organization. [t was, of 
course, clandestine — since Israel 
refused to allow any political ac- 
tivity in the occupied territories. 
Such factual errors cast doubts on 
the IDF spokesman's other vague 
allegations such as that Khalaf “in- 
volved himself in subversive ac- 
tivity,” and on the authenticity of 
“rejectionist stalements” attributed 
to him in the report. | do not have 
the facilities to check the Ai-Hurlyya 
statement, but personally, | suspect 
that somewhere along the line, it 


was falsified. In numerous conver- 
sations with Khalaf over the past-six 
years, [| have heard him say very 
clearly no to Camp David and 
‘autonomy as proposed by Begin: 
yes to peace between Isract and ἃ 
Palestinian state coexisting avross 
the pre-1967 border, 

The spokesman says that “Khaluf 
was twice implicated in court as an 
accomplice of convicted terrurints. 
If that were true, he would long ago 
have been jnited or expelled.’ 

Finally, in digging up the charge 
that Bassam Shak'a of Nablus told 
former IDF territories coordinator 
Danny Matt in late 1979 that he 
supported the coastal road mas- 
sacre, the spokesman musi really 
think we have short memories. 
When a leaked transcript of the 
controversial conversation was 
printed in Ha'aretz, it showed that 
the deposed Nablus mayor had said 
nothing of the kind, The attempt to 
expel him fizzled out shortly 
thereafter. 

Israel's credibility in the outside 
world has taken a nosedive since 
1967, when most of the Arab states 
and the Palestinians refused to 
recognize or negotiate with it. To- 
day, the world is getting a very dif- 
ferent and, | am afraid, much more 
accurate picture of events in the oc- 
cupied ‘territories than the one be- 
ing disseminated by the IDF 
spokesman for local consumption. 
In an apparent attempt to prove 
that there really is “πὸ one 10 talk 
to” among the Palestinians, the 
government is expelling, firing and 
otherwise casting aside an authentic 
leadership which had expressed a
